Plans Made to Send Diplo- 
mats Through Fighting 
Zone on Train With 
White Engine.

LONDON, Dec. 19.—The 
of Gen. Feng Yu-Hsiang, 
“Christian” General of the Na- 
tional People’s Army, are deciared 
to have met with defeat at the 
hands of the troops of Gen. | Li 
Ching-Ling, Civil Governor of the 
Province of Chihli, in a battle on 
the Yangtsun front. The losses in 
Feng’s command are said to have 
been serious. 

The battle started Thursday 
night when Feng opened with a 
heavy bombardment. Litter cold 
weather compelled a halt in the 
fighting at midnight, but it was re- 
sumed Friday morning when Feng 
made an assault, but was repulsed 
with heavy loss. 

A dispatch to the Daily Mail, 
sent from the Yangtsun front by 
way of Pekin, says that reinforce- 
ments for Feng, with Russian 
rifles, Russian bayonets and 
quantities of Russian light artli- 
lery and motors have arrived. It 
is the intention of Feng to use 
these reinforcements to get behind 
the Chihli forces and sever their 
communication with Shantung. 

To the north, in the Mukden 
sector, it is reported that a final 
battle is in prospect between 
troops of the national army and 
those of Marshal Chang Tso-Lin, 
the Manchurian War Lord. Al- 
though his forces are declared to 
be well equipped, it is asserted that 
they are “lacking the will to fight.” 

In Southern China, great efforts 
are being made by Chinese stud- 
ents for an anti-Christian cam- 
paign during Christmas week. 
Mectings are being held by the 
students and publications describ- 
ing Christianity as “the instru- 
ment of imperialistic encroach- 
ments” are being disseminated.

LOONEY, ON STAND, 
DENIES HE KILLED 
-SALOONKEEPER 


Sobing During Testimony, 
He Declares Accusations 
About Protection of Vice 
Resorts Are False. 


NEVER SOLD ANY 
LIQUOR, HE STATES 


He Describes Deal for Rock 
Island Newspaper and 
Tells of His Career as an 


Attorney. 


By the Associated Press. 
GALESBURG, Tl., 19.— 


John Looney, on trial here for the 
murder of William Gabel, Rock 
Island saloon keéper, took the 
stand in hig own defense shortly 
after opening of the afternoon ses- 
sion today and denied the killing, 
which occurred on the night of 
July 31, 1922. 

Looney, on taking the stand, said 


he went to Rock Island 20 years 
ago. He was admitted to the bar 
in Illinois when 23 years old. 

“Tl established the Rock Island 
Daily News in 1902 for my brother. 
I sold the plant of the daily and 
published the weekly in a garage 
near my home.” , 

In response to questioning as to 
the time he spent in Rock Island 
from 1912, when he first went to 
New Mexico, until 1924, he said he 
had been there very little. 

He said he knew Gabel slightly, 
but had never talked to him. He 
went to Rock Island for the Grotto 
convention on June 26. 

“In the afternoon of July 31, I 
was in the office of a doctor and 
later I was in the United States 
Commissioner's office in Daven- 
port,” Looney said, “where I saw 
my son and Lawrence Pedigo. That 
was a little before 3 o’clock. 

“We went home for supper and 
Connor (his son) left shortly aft- 
erwards.” 

When asked why Connor left, 
Looney answered through his sobs, 
that it was because of a quarrel 
over Connor's trouble in Daven- 
port. 

“At Home Night of Murder.” 

“Hugh Bresnahan called regard- 
ing a legal matter and while he 
was there Connor returned around 
9 o'clock.” 

John Carney, a friend, appeared 
at the Looney house abou* -11 
o'clock, Looney said, and Sinclair, 
the printer, arrived around 12. 

“fT retired about 12:30,” Looney 
said. 

Looney testified concerning tele- 
phone calls which he made during 
the night, dDne to a Mr. Jordan in 
Moline and another to Mr. Met- 
calf, Police Magistrate of Daven- 
port. 

“Mr. Looney, did you shoot Bill 
Gabel?” O. O. Askren, chieg 
fense counsel asked: “No. sir.’ 

“Did you ever have any trouble 
with him?’ “No, sir. I don’t re- 
member ever having talked to the 
man.”

Testimony About Newspaper.

A Mr. Dross 
ran the paper for him when it was 
revived in 1916, until March, 1919, 
Looney said, when a Mrs. Babbitt 
took charge of it. That was in 
March, 1921. 

Cy Hazlett took the paper after 
Mrs. Babbitt left, Looney said, and 
ran it for a year. Looney did not 
write any articles for the paper. 

In May, 1922, Hazlett left the 
paper, he testified. 

Looney said that he wrote no ar- 
ticles and had never edited 
paper. 

Looney denied having 
to do with punchboards or slot ma- 
chines and his denial that “his 
boy” had atything to do with it, 
came through his tears. 

Reference to testimony of Pedi- 
go that he paid Looney $200 a 
month for protection for vice re- 
sorts brought from Looney that he 
had nothing to do with it.

One juror eaid, in response to a 
question, that the failure of Arnold 
Hellmich and other defendants, to 
take the stand did not influence the 
jury in reaching its verdicts. 


John Gehrum of Cincinnati, who 
served with George Remus in At- 
lanta penitentiary for a liquor vio- 
lation, was next. The jury stood 93 
to 3 for conviction and he was 
passed for the minute to take up 
the case of his wife, Anna Gehrum. 


“I don’t want to take that wom- 
an from her four children,” on 
juryman said, and the jury immedi- 
ately acquitted her. 

The Gehrums were alleged to 
have bought a quantity of Jack 
Daniel whisky from George Re- 
mus, director of the conspiracv 
who turned Government evidenca, 
Remus so testified. The Gehrums 
took the stand and denied this. The 
jury, as will be shown, accepted tLe 
testimony of Remus with respect to 
all other defendants except these. 
It seemed a sense to vindictiveness 
and personal animosity on the part 
of Remus for, returning to John 
Gehrum, they then acquitted him. 
Gehrum now is employed as chauf- 
feur by Remus’ estranged wife. 

George R. Landon and William 
Lucking, partners with Remus in 
a Cincinnati distillery, were placed 
before the jury next. They were 
alleged to have furnished $50,000 
of the purchase price of the Jack 
Daniel distillery as a loan to 
Remus. The first ballot was 11 
to/1 for conviction, the next the 
same and the third unanimous. 

The jurors here returned to a 
consideration of Senater Kinney, 
one man pleading the insufficiency 
of the evidence as to him through 
ballot after ballot but Kinney lost 
ground, the last ballot before con- 
viction being 7 to 5 for convic- 
tion. 

Their View of Remus. 


The jurors said that it had ap- 
peared plain to them that the St. 
Louis crowd was “in up to their 
necks’ and they rupidly convicted 
the others—Anthony Foley, Rob- 
ert H. Walker, John Connor, Mor- 
ris Multin, Isadore Multin, Sidney 
Multin, Richard Fitzgibbon and 
Thomas McCafferty. Several of the 
jurors said they felt that the Gov- 
ernment’s case had been weak 
without the testimony of Remus. 
Defense attorneys had urged the 
jury to discredit everything that 
Remus said, 

The jurors said they discussed 
this. 

They concluded that the out- 
standing facts of Remus’ testimony 
had been corroborated by other 
witnesses, documents and circum- 
stances. Moreover, they said that 
they had noted a reluctance on the 
part of several Government wit- 
nesses to testify and concluded

from this reluctance that the wit- 
nesses could have told even more 
to strengthen the case against 
many of the more important de- 
fendants had they desired. 

One-juror said: “We couldn't 
get away from the fact that the 
whisky was gone and, in face of 
the testimony there was little doubt 
among us that the Government had 
got the right men.”’ 

Another said that the jury felt 
repugnance to the statement dur- 
ing argument of One St. Louis at- 
torney that he would not permit 
“leading citizens of St. Louis to be 
slaughtered by an Indiana jury.” 
The District Attorney seized upon 
this statement and declared to the 
there was to be no 
slaughtering but fafthful perform- 
ance of a solemn duty. 

U. S. Case Accepted. 

The completeness with which the 
jury accepted the Government’s as- 
sertion of guilt indicated by the 
conviction of a man whose name 
was mentioned in the evidence but 
once—Thomas McCafferty of St. 
Louis, a former policeman. Mc- 
Cafferty’s name appeared for a 
very brief time upon the stock rec- 
ords of the syndicate formed to 
buy the distillery. 

It was commented upon also that 
John Connors was convicted upon 
only his identification as financially 
interested, but not actively manag- 
ing the Walker-White Posting Co., 
where a quantity of the liquor wae 
stored. His brother, M. J. Connors, 
now deceased, was mentioned sev- 
eral times. Tony Foley’s name did 
not enter the case until near its 
close. Remus testified that some 
of the liquor was taken to “Foley’s 
Place” in St. Louls County. The 
jury felt that all were tarred with 
the same stick. 

The foreman of the jury wae Ed- 
ward Jewett of Hammond, which is 
near Chicago. None of the jurors 
came from Indianapolis or this 
county. They were business men 


and farmers from small out-state{followed Borah, contended 


towns. The jury followed the cue 
given it by Judge Baltzell who said 
at the clase of his instructions: “It 
is my opinion that there had been 
proven in this case conclusively by 
the Government that a conspiracy 
did exist and that many, if not all, 
of the defendants on trial at this 
time were parties to that conspir- 
acy.” 
Instructions Error-Proof. 

The instructions of the Judge 
seemed almost paradoxical in that 
they were both opaque and lucid. 

The language was abstract and 
formal and likely its legal signifi- 
cance did not penetrate to the full 
understanding of the jury. On the 
other hand, counse] said it was a 
masterly and clear presentation of 
the statute on conspiracy and on 
the rule of reasonabie doubt. More- 
over it is error-proof, they said.

nati men, Lucking and Landon. He 
told the jury that the conversation 
between Hellmich and Goldstein as 
testified, concerning a plot to rob 
a St. Louis distillery could be re- 
garded as bearing alone upon the 
guilt of Hellmich.

CONVICT ARRESTED 


Connection With Murder, 
of Detroit Gambler. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
DETROIT, Dec. 19.—-George 
Smithsinger, escaped life-term 
prisoner from the Missouri Stat: 


Penitentiary, was arrested here 
last night in connection with the 
attempted robbery and slaying of 
taymond Bishop in the latter's 
Milwaukee avenue gambling es- 
tablishment Jan. 10, last. 

Smithsinger was arrested on the 
street by Police Lieutenant William 
Johnson and Sergt. John Hoffman, 
who recognized him as a man 
found wounded the day after Bish- 
op was killed. Smithsinger submit- 
ted to arrest and told of escaping 
from the Missouri Penitentiary 
Sept. 14, 1920, after serving five 
years Of a life sentence for murder, 
according to police. 

Bishop was slain when he disre- 
garded the command of robbers to 
surrender severa] thousand dollars 
he was placing in a safe in his 
establishment. Bishop opened fire 
on the robbers, killing one of them, 
later identified as Arthur Wilson, 
alias William Fagan, a St. Louis 
police character. Bishop was 
Killed in the exchange of shots, 
and the other two robbers cscaped.

True Bill Against Road

CHICAGO, Dec. 19.—New indict- 


ments have been returned by the 
Federal grand jury against Maj. 
Percy Owen, former prohibition di- 
rector of Illinois, and eight-others 
charged with conspiracy to violate 
| prohibition in the handling of wine 
while Owen held office here. 

The grand jury also indicted 


yesterday the Erie Railroad Co. and 

10 men, including a suburban Po- 
lice Chief 2nd railroad express and 
truck employes, charged with con- 
spiracy to violate the prohibition 
law. 

This indictment marked the sec- 
ond phase of the beer syndicate in- 
vestigation in which some time ago 
the Boston & Maine Railroad, a 
brewery and 23 individuals were 
indicted. «Government agents have 
charged that the beer syndicate did 
a business of nearly $1,000,000 a 
month. 

The indictment naming Owens 
also named Ralph W. Stone, a for- 
mer prohibition director; Albert E. 


Bennett, and Bernard R. Rumps, 
former prohibition agents; former 
State Senator George R. Bruce: 
Harry R. Schlau, Louis Abelson,

CITY NIMROD MISTAKES MAN 
UP A TREE FOR WILD TURKEY 


Farmer in Blind Imitating Gob- 
bler’s CaF Peppered With Bird- 
shot Near Salem, Mo.

SALEM, Mo., Dec. 19.—Jess Tal- 
ley, a farmer living near Sligo, 
Dent County, was mistaken for a 
wild turkey gobbler last week. A 
charge of shot from the gun of an 
unidentified St. Louis hunter pep- 
pered him on the head and chest. 
The wounds were superficial and he 
is now resting comfortably at his 
home. 

He had hidden in the top of a 
fallen tree, which he used as a 
blind, and was “calling” a flock of 
wild turkeys which he had ecat- 
tered the night before. It chanced 
that the St. Louis hunter and a 
companion, also were out after the 
same turkeys. The man who shot 
Talley was concealed in a shock of 
corn. Talley had taken off his hat 
and a tuft of his gray hair showed 
through the branches of the tree. 
This, together with the fact that 
he was reproducing, realistically, 
the call of the wild turkey, made 
nim look to the Inexperienced city 
hunter just like a wild turkey gob- 
bler., 

The two men from St. Louis hur- 
ried to Talley’s aid when they dis- 
covered the mistake and hurried 
him to Salem, where a doctor 
dressed his injuries. They did not 
Jeave their names. During their 
hunt for turkeys they had stayed 
at the home of Lin Ellis, one of 
Talley’s neighbors.

The students have felt the world 
might think they were poor spborts- 
men, from the old _ sobriquet, 
whereas Piker had its origin in the 
proximity of the World’s Fair 
amusement center, the Pike, to the 
campus. They have to get a live 
bear now for their mascot, and 
then, if they desire to persevere, 
the problem will be to make the 
world accept the change in names. 

Mascot Needed. 

Chancellor Hadley opened the 
meeting, which he called at the 
request of a student committee 
from the law ‘School. He was 
greeted with cheers. No one, ne 
said, covld draw a picture of a 
Piker, and he was sure a spiritual- 
istic medium couldn't materialize 
one. Then Dr. Isaac Lippincott, 
faculty chairman of the commit- 
tee, took the chair, expressing the 
opinion that the’ university's too 
frequent bad luck on the gridiron 
was due, not to poor teams or 
faulty coaching, but to lack of a 
mascot.

One Theory Is That President 
Consulted Him on Arms

ward M. House spent last night at 
the White House as the guest of 
President Coolidge. 

This item of news spread quick- 
ly through the national capita!

OME of the things we know 
\ about William Andrews Clark's 

start in life are that he was 
born on a farm in Pennsylvania 
in 1839 and moved from there to 
an Iowa farm; that he was restiess 
and ambitious, and started out to 
paddie his own canoe when he was 
about 18; that he caught the min- 
ing fever, and in 1862 went over- 
land by wagon-train to Colorado. 
After that his trail is fairly easy 
to follow. . He joined the stam- 
pede to the gold camp, “Last 
Chance Gulch,” in Montana. That 
was his first good chance, for the 
placer claim he worked, cleaned 
up about $2000. Thinking mer- 
chandise offered a “quick turn- 
over,”” he put his money into sup- 
plies and opened a store. 

Ciark gradually established oth- 
er stores, secured two mail routes, 
and acquired several mining 
claims which became splendid pro- 
ducers. He bought a gold claim in 
his poorer days and was swint- 
dled. He took the thing hard. The 
man who accidentally discovered it 
was a copper mine of fabulous 
richness had al) he could do to get 
Clark to listen to him. Mean- 
while, he went to New York and 
for awhile attended the Columbia 
School of Mines. There was a lot 
he wanted to know about “out- 
croppings”’ instead of trusting to 
haphazard tuck. 

There he formed a partnership 

with Donnell, and they established 
a merchandise business in Helena 
and a bank in Butte, the hub of 
the great copper region. Later, his 
brother, J. Ross Clark, joined his 
banking and other enterprises. W. 
A. Clark built the first stamp-mill 
at Butte and the first smelter of 
importance. Among his modern en- 
terprises there is the street rail- 
way. 
Of all his varied interests 
reaching from Maine to Califor- 
nia, including mining, ‘banking, 
merchandising, railroading, street 
railways, real estate, smelting, a 
stone quarry and a sugar planta- 
tion, the most \important igs the 
United Verde copper mine at Je- 
rome, Ariz. 

The world's “copper bonanza” 
wae staked in 1880, but the dis- 
couraged prospectors gave it up. 
Clark finally bought it for $30,000. 
To date it has produced more than 
| $200,000,000 in copper and gold, 
there are millions of tons of ore 
blocked out in sight. It is a fam- 
ily affair, W. A. Clark owning 97 
per-cent. ,
